Many warnings have been made against
a too frequent prescription of s!;imu-
lants by the profession, and the evil re.
sults of excessive drinking ave conceded
on all hands; but fow ]J.h}'.v.icinns have
dared to banish alcohiolic preparations from
their list of remedies. We are told, how-
ever, that such & course is not altogether
without precedent, and some very respecta-
ble authorities are cited to sanction it, The
renowned Dr, Benjamin Rush, of this city,
was one of the first to speak aguinst the wuso
of aleoholic stimulants; Professor Chapman
declared it to be the duty of every physician
to ‘‘discontinue the boneful notion of their
remedial efficacy;” and Professor Gross mow
takes similar ground. Professor Seward, of
Washington, alloges that “‘theve is no case in

which ardent spirits are indispensable, and |

for which there is not an adequate substi-
tute." Severnl physiciens are cited "who in
a long professional caveer successfully treated
every form of disease without using aleoholie
remedies in n gingle instance. And the re-
port adduees the opinions and researches of n
number of eminent medical writers to prove
that alcohol does not possess the healing and
nourishing virtues which have been theoreti-
¢ully nscribed fo it.

In wiow of the manifold evils of intempe-
rance, this whole subject deserves more
atlentive consideration than it bas hitherto
received. The theorios on which the doctors
still disagree nhould be subjected, s far a3
possible, to the most searching experiments,
If it is indeed trne that alecholie prepara-
tions are never necessary as o medicine, that
fact is of the highest importance to mankind
